F. R. Morgat'idgo, acting stat« 1 fire 
marshal, lias sent out letters of warn 
ing to newspapers and others in the 
state, describ ing the dangers of the 
sale and use of fireworks and advo­ 
cating the passage of an ordinance In 
ru< h city in the state prohib iting, or 
at least limiting, the sale of explo­ 
sive fireworks. 
In part, his letter 
says: 
"W ith the approach of th - Fourth 
of July It is well to call your a t te n ­ 
tion <0 the fact tha t many serious 
fires are caused each year b y a too 
enthusiastic eeleb ratin of Independ­ 
ence day, A proper and sane celeb ra­ 
tion of the day is one of the serious 
prob lems which concerns us a t the 
present time. F ireworks are 
d a n g e r ­ 
ous playthings and should he 
used 
with the greatest caution. 
Every year much valuab le proper­ 
ty is destroyed, many people injured 
and many lives lost b y the careless 
use of fireworks. 
T here are some 
kinds of fireworks the use of which 
should b e prohib ited at all times and 
under 
all circumstances. 
Among 
these are cannon era *kers, toy pistols 
toy cannons, fire b alloons an 1 revol­ 
vers firing b lank cartridges. 
Private citizens and various offi­ 
cials of cities throughout the state 
of Illinois should take extra precau­ 
tion previous to the celeb ration of In 
dependence day and all yards 
and 
premises should b e cleared of rub ­ 
b ish, cellar doors and windws should 
b e kept closed and stab les and b arns 
opened only when necessary, so that 
falling sparks may not cause serious 


fires. 
In many cities the sale of d an ge r­ 
ous fireworks is prohib ited b y law, 
b ut the cannon firecracker, the Ro­ 
man candle 
or the skyrocket may 
cause serious dam age if not handled 


properly. 
I b eg to call your attention to the 
following ordinance passed 
b y the 
city council of the city of Blooming­ 
ton, and which might well b e a dopt­ 
ed b y all of the cities in this state: 
Section 1. The firing or dis b arg­ 
ing of fireworks is hereb y prohib it­ 
ed, except b y permission from 
the 


mayor. 
Section 2. 
No person or persons 
shall sell fireworks at wholesale or 
retail without a permission issued b y 
the m a yor , and if such a permit 
w 
granted a copy m ust b e filed with the 
fire and police departm ents. No per­ 
mit shall b e granted for the sale at 
■wholesale or retail in any premises 
used for the 
following 
purposes: 
Where paints, oils, gasoline or other 
inflammab le goods are kept for sale 
or starage, or in any carpenter shop 
or drug store or dry goods of 
any 
kind or other material of a comb us­ 


tib le nature . 
No fireworks are allowed to 
To 
stored or kept for sale, wholesale or 
retail, only under tho following re gu­ 
lation« : 
Must he on ground 
floor 
rooms, in fireproof structure. Not al­ 
lowed to b o sold where clears, cigar- 
ets or liquors are kept for sab '. No 
fireworks shall b e exposed 
for sale 
outside the walls of any b uilding nor 
in any doorwary 
or show window. 
And they must b e kept removed from 
any open flame or fire and the dir« 
rays of the sun. All huildin 
b e lighted b y 
light a< eptab le to th« 
Exits b oth front and rear
